Dr. Cooper, In opening his address 
0 ptd he was very fortunate to speak 
to so representative an audience and 
was glad to say a word of encour­ 
agement to graduate**, their parent** 
and friends and the school board. He 
congratulated citizens of Brainerd on 
this hour, as the scene was peculiar­ 
ly American. 
“ Without our public schools.” said 
Dr. Cooper. “America is utterly Im­ 
possible. 
One In five Is a native born 
child of foreign bom parents.”

FRUS3IAN1ZING AMERICA 


An investigation just reported by 
the United States department of la­ 
bor indicates that the most perilous 
of all occupations is office work. The 
railroad engineer or trainman, the 
coal miner who descends into black 
caverns where death and disaster are 
supposed to lurk in many forms, iron 
moulders and men engaged in many 
kinds of strenuous 
and 
apparently 
dangerous labors, have longer aver­ 
age lives than the bookkeeper or of­ 
fice worker. 
The reason seems to be that tub­ 
erculosis has a better chance with 
office people than with most other 
types of workers. 
Th** danger from 
external accidents is less titan that 
from 
tuberculosis. 
Clerks, 
book­ 
keepers, people confined in an office 
all day, ar** the victims of bad air, 
lack of exercise, stagnation. 
Before 
and after office hours, too, they rid* 
in crowded, stuffy street ears, and 
they are too apt to go home to more 
closed windows and an overdose of 
irtificlal loaf. 
One can ’t exactly advise the office 
worker to go forth and play golf, ll** 
has to b** pretty high up in the ranks 
befor** he can afford m any varieties 
of outdoor sports, or the daylight 
time in which to indulge in them. 
But lie can learn right away to sleep 
with his window s open, to keep at 
least on** window in til** office open, 
to walk part way to work lf h«* ca n ’t 
make th** whole distance on foot, to 
spend ills Sundays as much in the 
open as possible. 
Such advice may sound hard
